Giving the Alarm Sipnal: 

The alarm may be given at any time of day or night. In giving 
tne degree of alarm by telephone, care must be taken to use only 
the oOolice net. Teletype may be used but only coded messages | 
ave anthorizged. In order to suarantea the most efficient noti- 
ficavion of police members. esch policeman, regardiass of his 
section, ust make sure every three months ‘that his oregent ad- 
dress and house key mea thi the elarm file of his local precinet. 
The ¥P oreeinet ebtef has the resoonsibility of insuring that «- 
the alarm Piles. kept by precinct members, are up to date and 
ares at all times under lock and key. The permission of the 
President of the Volkspolizei or his deputy must Tirst be ra-

1) Normal Status: 


ne term "Normal Status" is to inelude the reguler forces of all 
YP posts of the Uniformed Constabulary. The street petrols will 
be on duty in twelve hour shifts broken into three periods: Ac~ 
tive duty ~ Rest - Alert Status. During the twelve hour 
alert duty shift no member of the Uniformed Constabulary may 


‘leave his residence without giving notice ef his whereabouts (e. 
@. with a neighbor or at his Locat precinet}). He must be able 
%o be reached at all times. If the alarm signal is given, those 
wembers of the Uniformed Constabulary who are affected must ap= 
pear at their posts without delay. In the event that they are 
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unadle, because of special cireumstances, to reach their 
usual posts, they will report either to their local precinct 
or to the nearest VP post. This post will then list all 
members of othe: offices separately according to.their sec- 
tion (Criminal, Administrative, ete.) and will report the 
number present to the next higher command echelon, which will 
undertake the further transmission of this information. 


Signalling, Lowering and Reseinding the Degrees of Emergency: 
"A I" will be announeed and rescinded by: 


a) Preeinect chief with the permission of the chief of 
the Uniformed Constabulary. 


b) Chief of the Uniformed Constabulary upon notifying 
his section. 


c) VP office chief of the motorized Operative Alert 
Squad and the chief of the Special Service Branch 
of the Vater Police, VP Section Karlshorst, with 
the concurrence of the Uniformed Constabulary. 


d) Uniformed Constabulary of the Polizeiprdsidium.

3) Organization of the Police Forces: 


The commitment of police forces will take place in the form of 
alert squads organized in platoons and groups. 


\ The alert squads will be divided into previously-determined 
sections and subsections with regard to quartering. 


The alerted forces of the Uniformed Constabulary will be avail- 
able to the police district which has announced the alarm. 


4) General Performance of Duty During the Alarm: 


During the "A I" alarm the guard component will perform its 
ordinary functions. The office force will not ordinarily be 
affected during "A I". The VP office chiefs (inspection chiefs, 
precinct chiefs) may draw upon these forces. 


in the event that either "A II" or "A III" is invoked, the 
general situation will dictate whether the third of the force 

on duty will continue with its functions. Instructions will 

be transmitted by the Uniformed Constabulary Section or its com- 
mand post in the Polizeipr&sidium. 


No leaves will be eranted during either "A II" or “A III". In 
the event that these degrees of emergency sre expected to last 
for some time, those police members on leave are to be called 

back to duty. 


5) Command Posts of the Uniformed Constabulary: 


The Uniformed Constabulary Section will arrange, before the 
giving of the alarm or for special reasors, a command post in 
the Polizeipraesidium - separated from the Duty Officer's 
seibe eRdX AiR AAS PROgSEdooTNMA-esis.

Radio Jamming Indicators: If necessary the Abteilung In- 
tendantnur will supply radio jamming indicators to insure 
prevention of signal network jamming. 


Police Infirmary: The police infirmary will take all 
necessary steps to insure immediate first aid to all wounded. 


VP Prison: When the alarm of either "A I" or "A TI" is 
given, a reinforced guard will insure the security of the 
VP prison. If "A III" is sounded, a platoon consisting of 
a police officer and 25 men will be sent to Polizei In~ 
spektion Berlin-Mitte.

The local chiefs of the Criminal Commissariats or their deputies 
will inform their after-hours and night forees of the disposi- 
tion of the police to be alerted. The permanent headquarters 
force and the after~hours and night forces of the Commissariats 
will then irmediately inform the local home precinets affected 
and the latter will then undertake the notification of the po~- 
lice members listed in the local preeinct alarm files. 


Should "A ITI" be enforced, the same alerting procedure will 
be used.
